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DETAILED ACTION 

This first Office Action is in response to Applicant's originally filed Application 
received in the Office on January 23, 2004 in this case. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5-7 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 5 and 6 both teach a spring 

sandwiched between the wedge and the friction element to provide a force to the wedge 

when the bolt is moved away from the wedge. It is unclear how the bolt is moved away 

from the wedge in operation. The bolt appears to move with the wedge. Correction or 

clarification is required. Furthermore, claim 5 recites the limitation "the bolt" in line 3. 

There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1 , 2, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lindemann et. al. (6,027,087). Lindemann et al. teach each feature of the claimed 
invention as shown below. Lindermann et. al. clearly teach top cap (16) an bottom cap 
(55) (See Figure 1b). The securing ring is the portion of the wedge in the inner tube. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 4, 10 and11 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 5-7 and 12-14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Reasons for Indicating Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Regarding claims 3 and 4, the prior art of record does not teach, in combination 
with the other features of claims 1 and 2 respectively, a guide ring securable on the 
inner tube such that when the inner tube is moved inside the outer tube movement of 
the inner tube relative to the outer tube is smoothened due to a guide formed on the 
guide ring being slidable in a guiding groove in the outer tube. Regarding claims 5-7 
and 12-14, the prior art of record does not teach, in combination with the other features 
of claims 1 , 2 and 4 respectively, a spring sandwiched between the wedge and the 
friction element to provide a force to the wedge when the bolt is moved away from the 
wedge. 
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Prior Pertinent Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent No. '039 to Neuwirth; '330 to Tveten; '479 to Johnson 
et al. each teach telescopic rods with wedge locks.
